Now, the Irith will underfell the Scots, and, indeed, alfo the Englith 
fpirits, in the following’ refpeats. _ If they draw. them from they 
will bave the molafles cheaper than us, becaufe they can make the duties 
on fugars as low-as they pleafe. If they draw them from cydef, they pay” 
no duties on the cyder, as the Englifh’ dey: ‘Nay, they may draw: them 
fiom potatoes, or any thing. They will import cheap foreign {piritsfyom 
foreign parts, at a low duty, or bring them from England, and, by getting 
the Englith drawbacks, as is provided.for in refolution 2d, no, duty.

What confidence,you can put’im the wi of thief refolutions, /or cf 
thofe who ‘defend them, you may gather from thé/ following circum. 
ftancet By refolution ad, it is provided, ‘ ‘That all duties originally 
** paid, on importation, into either country refpédti ely, thall be. fully 
“ drawn back, on exportation to tlie other” In confequence of this, 
foreigh fpirits drank in England pay a monftrous duty; but fént'fiom 
Eng to Ire'and, are by the refolutions to draw the duty, to the 
prejudice of the Englifh Revenue, aod thus pay no duty at all? The 
plain language of which is, that. the people of England are, ‘out of their 
revenue, to pay the people of {reland for drinkihg. French ; 

On. this abfurdity,, the report of the Englith Commiffloners of Excife 
make the following obfervation : 22 SB OUT 

«And here we are to obferve, that the concluding part of the fecond 
refolution ftates, “ ‘That all dutics originally paid on importation into 
“ either country refpeétively, fhall be fully drawn back on exporiation to 
the other;” which provifion, extending to commodlties of every kind, 
includes foreign rum, brandy, and every other {pecies of {trong water, 
imported into and exported from both kingdoms. ‘ 
obferved, that the liqnors above mentioned are charged» with heavy 
Excife duties upon importation, and that no partof-the fame can be 
drawn back on exportation. 

** Thefe dutiss produce an annual reyenne to Government of abort two 
hundred: and forty thoufand pounds upon an average—This refolution, 
therefore, if carried into execution, will give a drawback of thefe duties 
‘ which the prefent laws do not allow; and we fubmit, that the: Excife 

revenne may hereby be materially affeétéd, which we apprehend it to 
be our duty to.explain.” x Se 
‘They then advert tothe dangers to be found from {muggling, and cone 
clude with thefe words : . 

“ ‘The importer of fpirits, whether into England or Ireland. after re- 
“ ceiving his drawback, may range the whole ‘coaft of Great Britain, with- 
out rifk of forfeiture.—He has regular clearances, and the hovering laws 
will, in that cafe, afford little proteétion to the revenue.” 

It is natural for all men, and particularly Scotfmen, to have a preju- 
dice in favour of whatever comes from Government in matters of com- 
merce and finance, becaufe Government have better aecefs to information 
and knowledge than individuals. But confidence mutt have its. bounds. 
‘The refolutions, fo far as they relate to the fingle article of Spirits, do 
three mifchiefs at one ftroke: 1, They encourage the manufaéture of 
France, from whence foreign fpirits moftly come. 2d/y, They difeourage 
the manufaéturing and Landed Iatereft of Britain, by‘ hurting the diftil- 
lerics, And, /a/fly, ‘They impair the revenue of Britain in two-tefpeéts ; 
for, t/t, they lower the produce of the Excife, when they ‘murt the di- 
{tilleries: and, next, They leffen the produce of y Cuftoms, when 
they make a prefent of the drawbacks upon. foreign fpirits to the Irith, 
without any one reafon to induce.them to do fo. ; 

Wit ftatefmen, inftead of trufting to private information, or to their 
own private opinion, confult the public Boards of Caftomsiand Excife on 
great arrangements of reventie'and commerte. Did the King's: Minifters 
do fo upon the prefent oceafion? We never heatd -that.. yafkeéd the 
opinions of the Boards in Scotland. Did they confult the d of Ex- 
cife in'England, in framing or confenting to the [nfl ReGlittons, with 
regard to the regulation of the diftilleries? That Board Wiieh, in tl eir re« 
port, have declared that both the importation of Hifipitits to Britain, 
and the exportation of foreigh fpirits from England to Ireland, favoured, 
nay, rewarded with the drawbacks, will materially affe€} the revenue un« 
der their care.
